BRIDE LEAVES FOR PORTUGAL. 


The Husband Will.Not See Her 


Till Her Return Many 


Years Hence. 


The strictures of the law which obtains 


In this State with respect to tho entering 
upon the marriage state of frm&les unticr 
th.5 statutory age is not at all pleasing to 
many or those who apply for marriaye 
licenses to County Clerk Jordan. There 
they learn for the first time that they .vro 
too young to be married under the State 
law, 
unless with the consent of their par- 


ents or guardians. It sometimes hapcone 
that, because of their tender years, they 
cannot be married under th,e law at all. 
even with the consent of their parents or 
guardians. 


A noticeable case of this kind was that 


of Miss Erminl .Gonsalvcs, who, on the 
6th of this month, had not attained to ner 
fifteenth year. In fact she would not hava 
reached the fifteenth milestone ur.til ;iio 
25th of this month, and as 15 years of ago 
is the minimum at which 
a. girl may 


marry in this State, with or without par- 
ents' or guardian's consent, there ap- 
peared to be no chance of the younff 
Inamorata being joined in nuptial bonds. 


That was ihe information imparted, not 


to the young woman herself, but to her 
mother, by whom the 
application v.a» 


made in the girl's behalf for s license. 


Deputy County Clerk Ewing had started 


to make out tho license blank, and had 
placed in the proper lines the name of tiio 
intending bride and groom, when he dis- 
covered that the girl was still a minor in 
the eyes of the law and that she could 
not be licensed to wed. 


This information was a staggering blow 


to the mother, who could not understand 
why, 
when she was willing, her daughter 


could not be united to the young man to 
whom she had given her heart. 


"Why," snid the mother, "I want her to 


m.-irry. She is almost 15 years old. I uvji 
married when I was only ly years old. -X 
have had two husbands and ten children. 
I coma from Portugal, nnd they marry 
very young there. I don't see why Er- 
minie can't mari-y here. My husband is 
on a vessel nnd is now going to Portugal. 
I want to leave tomorrow to join hinj 
there. I want Erminie to be married he- 
fore I, go. She will not remain here. I 
will take her with me for two or three 
years. Her husband will remain here un- 
til she returns. Ho and she have known 
one another since they were children, ilo 
was born in British Guinea and she was 
born in the Hawaiian 
Islands. 
He is 


afraid that if ho is not married to her ue- 
fore she leaves, as soon as she gets to 
Portugal, some other fellow will make, 
love to her arid marry her in a <lay. 
That's why I want her to get married. 
She wants to get married too. and jit-r 
beau wants to marry her. He is willing 
to wait for her to live with him until sue 
returns to this country." 


The "beau," a big, husky young man, 


named August Fernandez, was present 
during this monologue, and smiled like a 
child as he acknowledged his willingness 
to marry and then be separated from hi» 
bricEo. 


Clerk Ewing. however, was obdurate. 


The marriage license could not be Issue.1, 
and the entries made in the utub were can- 
celled.

Both she and Fernandez left the office) 


determined to have that marriage per- 
formed and have it performed despite th« 
law. They carried out their determina- 
tion, too. They did not go beyond th« 
heads in a tug. They did not go to Santa, 
C:-uz7 They simply went to .San Fran- 
cisco that afternoon. Today the Informa- 
tion reached the County Clerk's office that 
August and Ermlni had been married by 
a Rev. Mr. Beatty of that place on the 6th. 
of this month. How the mother avoided. 
tho snag of the girl being under age Ma» 
not been ascertained.
